ARCHEOLOGICAL FINDS OF THE PEOPLE'S REPUBLIC OF CHINA, 

SENT HERE, AFTER SHOWINGS IN PARIS, LONDON.STOCKHOLM. 

VIENNA AND TORONTO, BY THE PEOPLE'S REPUBLIC GOVERNMENT. 

THE PREVIEW, HOWEVER, WAS ARRANGED BY THE NATIONAL GALLERY 
FOR THE CONVENIENCE OF THE PRESS. REPORTERS, CRITICS 

AND PARTICULARLY TELEVISION CAMERAMEN AND COMMENTATORS CAN 
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ARE GIVEN THE OPPORTUNITY TO SEE, CONTEMPLATE AND PHOTO- 
GRAPH THE MATERIAL AT SOME LEISURE BEFORE THE RUSH OF THE 
PUBLIC OPENING. THE OPPORTUNITY, OF COURSE, MUST BE GIVEN

DENY ADMISSION TO CORRESPONDENTS FROM COUNTRIES WITH 
WHICH CHINA IS AT ODDS - TAIWAN, SOUTH KOREA, ISRAEL 
AND SOUTH AFRICA. THE NATIONAL GALLERY COULD NOT POSSIBLY 
ACCEDE TO THEIR DEMAND. BUT NEITHER - AND HERE IS THE 
RUB - WAS IT FREE TO TELL THE CHINESE THAT PRESS

BUT IF IT ACTUALLY GIVES THE CHINESE GOVERNMENT THE 
RIGHT TO EXCLUDE JOURNALISTS FROM CERTAIN COUNTRIES, 

IT OBVIOUSLY GOES MUCH TOO FAR. THE NATIONAL GALLERY, 

WE FEEL, WAS ENTIRELY RIGHT IN CANCELING THE PRESS 
PREVIEW. AND THE STATE DEPARTMENT SHOULD NOW TELL THE 
AMERICAN PUBLIC EXACTLY WHAT IT AGREED TO. ALMOST 
NOBODY DISPUTES THE VALUE OF THE CELEBRATED OPENING TO
